The Board did not see and ex amine 
the p ap er itself.

The Board at its first meeting in October sig ned the record as abov e 
made and the attention of Phil Wilk himself, who p resented the record 
to the Board of Commissioners, was at that time called to the fact that 
the ap p ointments were for reg istration only . 
At a meeting which was held on the 15 th day of October, 19 2 4 , the 
q u estion was raised abou t the ap p ointment of insp ectors and the Au ditor 
stated that su ch ap p ointments had been made, and u p on the record be­ 
ing p rodu ced it was fou nd that the record had been altered su bseq u ent 
to the sig ning of the record as follows: 
The word ‘‘reg istration" in the 
line “ In the m atter of reg istration" had been marked throu g h and abov e 
it had been written, in ink, the word “ election." 
The word “ reg istra- 
tion" in the sentence, “ The Board made ap p ointments for reg istration 
on recommendation,7’ etc., had two lines drkwn throu g h it and abov e it 
had been written, in ink, “ insp ector election.” 
Mr. Phil Wilk was op enly accu sed by the Board of hav ing chang ed 
the record withou t au thorization and was ag ain informed that it was not 
the intention of the Board to ap p oint all the men named as insp ectors 
of election, and thereu p on Mr. Wilk erased from the record, in the p res­ 
ence of the Board, the words which he had illeg ally and withou t rig ht 
inserted. 
As no insp ectors had been ap p ointed at the Sep tember Term by the 
Board of Commissioners, and the law p rov ides that one week p rior to 
the time of the g eneral election all v acancies in list of insp ectors shall be 
filled by the Board, this day was on the 2 8 th of October, 19 2 4 , and was 
the day on which insp ectors were ap p ointed. 
In The Daily Rep u blican, in a p u blished article, dated Tu esday , 
October 2 8 th, 19 2 4 , it is stated that certain p etitions cou ld not be fou nd 
and the imp ression is left that Harry Gosnell and Georg e Bell each had 
taken p ap ers from the office Of the Cou nty Au ditor, which shou ld be 
there on file. 
It is stru e that Mr. Gosnell p resented a p ap er contain­ 
ing objections to the ap p ointment of one of the insp ectors and Georg e 
Bell also p resented written objections to the ap p ointment of another 


insp ector, and in each case the Cou nty Au ditor refu sed to receiv e the 
p ap ers for filing and threw them back resp ectiv ely to Mr. Gosnell and 
Mr. Bell, and told each of them that he wou ld not receiv e them. 
Su ch 
p ap ers were nev er filed with the Au ditor and when it was learned at the 
meeting on the afternoon of the 15 th of October, 19 2 4 , that the insp ect­ 
ors cou ld not be ap p ointed u ntil the 2 8 th day of October, 19 2 4 , and the 
Au ditor hav ing refu sed to file them, these objections were taken away 
by each of these men. 
IF the p ap ers had been filed they wou ld hav e 
been left on file with the Cou nty Au ditor and any imp u tation that either 
of these men was taking away or destroy ing p ap ers which shou ld be on 
file in the Au ditor’s office is false and slanderou s. 
It is fu rther stated in the article of October 2 8 th, in The Daily 
Rep u blican, that the Rep u blican Cou nty Chairman, in su bstance rec­ 
ommended the ap p ointment of the insp ectors “a s h e wa s en titled to d o 
u n d er th e la w “ 
Su ch is not the law as there is no p rov ision of the 
law whatev er that entitles any cou nty chairman to recommend to the 
Board of Cou nty Commissioners who shall be ap p ointed as insp ectors, 
nor is there any p rov ision for a man ap p earing before the Board of 
Cou nty Commissioners with his attorney and insisting that he shou ld 
be named as an insp ector by the Board or reasons g iv en by the Board as 
to why he shou ld not be so named. 
It is fu rther stated in The Daily Rep u blican, u nder date of 
October 2 8 th, that “ The Cou nty Au ditor p rodu ced the orig inal cop y of 
the list of the names of men recommended by the Rep u blican Cou nty 
Chairman, to act as insp ectors in the ‘reg istration and election.’

is the one pertaining to a tie ball. 
The ball must be held firmly'by two 
or more players 'before the officials 
can c-all it a tie 'ball for a toss up. 
This rule will eliminate much' of the 
whistle blowing by referees who stop 
tfce plav-M3ttyrtimcfe when: two play- 
ers get close :'•together. Under this 
rule, ;the two players must actually 
have ^possession of 'the ball. The 
Change in rules •will give the players 
a clianee to' keep the ball moving. 


•Another change pertains' to a sub- 


stitute who is, placed in the game. 
The new rule sets out that the sub- 
stitute must not only'be sent in, but 
he also must .actually play after be- 
ing sent into ,thc game. 


This rule in the past lias been 


ttsed 'by oT coach to take out a val- 
uablo player for two minutes to give 
him coaching, and before the two 
minutes were up scud the regular 
ba'ck in, .and 'all the .time the team 
had beeii taking time out. 


The change will snake it necessary 


for the substitute to start the play, 
and then if the coach wants to send 
the regular bat-k in, it will be nec- 
essary for the team >to call time oul 
again, thus rharg'uig Iwo time oul 
periods against'the 'team, instead of 
the one time out, as iu the past. 


The-rule also says this year that 


the players ^sliall have numbers1 on 
the 'back.of their jerseys, and tihese 
numbers must be at least (i inches 
Jiigh, and made of material a.t least 
an inch wide. 


•There is another rule regarding 


the dribble. If a player has possess- 
ion of MIC ball, :unl spins around on 
one foot, he either lias to start drib- 
bling or else pass it. If he starts to 
dribble, he nmst dlo so before taking 
a step. If he -wishes to pass the ball 
to another player, lie is allowed' to 
take the customary one. step with 
the other foot.
